The man actually chosen to kill the 


emperor is named Klossovsky. 
The 


plan of the conspirators was to have 
Klossovsky make his way into the 
presence of the emperor while clad 
in the uniform of a sergeant of the 
imperial convoy. 


The 
indictments 
detail 
various 


strategisms employed by the plotters 
to obtain the desired information of 
the habit and movements of the em- 
peror, and show that espioriage to 
this end was 
conducted 
in part 


thro ,gh the medium or milk maids 
who supplied the royal kitchen'.

time escaped 
capture. 
He is pre- 


sumed to be a. mad man. 


The entire police force of Berlin 


is aroused and is making ever}' effort 
to capture the man ;,nci prevent the 
commission of further outrages.

at Grlastonbury. 


London, 
July 
26.—The 
Express 


prints a story of the discovery near 
Glastonbury abbey of a glass vessel of 
beautiful workmanship and apparent 
great antiquity, which one at least of 
the discoverers believes to 
be the 


"Holy Grail" of Arthurian legend. 


The "Holy Grail" is the cup from 


which Christ drank at the last supper, 
which, according to an ancient British 
tradition, was brought to this country 
by Joseph of Arirnathea after the cru- 
cifixion. 


Dream Leads to Discovery. 


The newspaper's story of the discov- 


ery and subsequent investigation into 
the authenticity of the cup is mixed 
up with the clairvoyant dream experi- 
ences of Dr. Goodchild, an antiquary 
of Bath, and Mr. Pole, a grain mer- 
chant of Bristol. Their visions, as de- 
scribed by the 
Express, 
might, if 


clothed In medieval language, make a 
fitting chapter for Arthurian story 
bocks. 


The one hard fact is the vessel 


which, it is alleged, was found in con- 
sequence of Mr. Pole's visions. It is 
a beautiful work of art, of bluish green 
glass of some kind, cunningly inlaid 
with silver leaf. 


It was found in a shallow well near 


the abbey, where it seems to have 
been secretly and reverently placed in 
1S9S by Mr. Goodchild, who brought it 
from 
Bordighera 
in 18S5 on 
the 


strength of 
mysterious 
information 


that it was the actual Grail. 


Eminent Men Are Interested. 


Pole communicated his discovery to 


a dignitary of the Church of England, 
who summoned a number of eminent 
persons, including psychologists, to 
see and discuss. Forty attended, in- 
cluding some peers with ecclesiastical 
interests. Ambassador Whitelaw Reid. 
Prof. Crookes. and ministers of vari- 
ous religious bodies, including Rev. R. 
J. Campbell. 


They heard Pole's story with deep 


attention, but could not prove the gen- 
uineness of the relic, which now is In 
the possession of Prof. Crookes, who 
has undertaken 
to 
investigate the 


whole mystery.

nual report devoted to strikes and 
lockouts, covering a period of twen- 
ty-five years, from 1881 to 1905.

there were 30,757 strikes and 1,546 
lockouts, the former affecting 181,407 
and the latter 18.547 establishments, 
signifies little, unless we know how

The six years prior to 1905 is said 
to have bt-t-a a time of "extraordinary 
industrial strife." -which was doubt- 
less due to advancing prices and" ef- 
forts to advance wages and at the 
same time to secure shorter hours. 


The greatest number of strikes was 


in the building trades, being 26.02 per 
cent, of the total, and the greatest 
number of employes affected was in 
the coal and coke industry, the build- 
ing trades coming second and the 
Clothing industry third. 
About 
TO 


per cent, of the strikes in number, 
with 90.34 per cent, of the establish- 
ments and 79.C9 per cent, of the em- 
ployes affected, were ordered by labor 
organizations. 
In 47.94 per cent, of 


the establishments the strikers whol- 
ly won what was demanded and part- 
ly succeeded In 15.2S per cent., leav- 
ing 2G.7S in which they wholly faiTed. 
Here the size of the establishments 
and the number of persons affected 
is an important factor, which does not 
appear. 
In 57.20 per cent, of the 


lockouts the employers wholly suc- 
ceeded and in 10.71 per cent, partly 
succeeded in their object. 
In 40.72 


per cent, of the strikes, an increase 
of wages was either the only or the 
principal demand and in 23.35 per 
cent, recognition of the union was the 
sole or the main object. 
In 11.90 


per cent, the cause was a reduction 
of wages and in 8.78 there was an 
effort to reduce hours. 
Here the 


percentage of the number of strikes 
has little significance without definite 
knowledge of other circumstances of 
tirco and place. 


The most successful strikes have 


been those for increase of wages and 
against reduction of wages. 
Those 


for recognition of union and union 
rules have been increasing in number 
and diminishing in effect, while sym- 
pathetic strikes have decreased 
in 


recent years, probably because they 
are 
almost always failures. 
The 


tendency to settle strikes and lock- 
outs 
by joint agreement between 


representatives 
of 
organizations or 


by arbitration has been growing, but 
these methods are now more resorted 
to for preventing strikes and lock- 
outs. 


Among the measures to be urged 


before the next congress, according 
to announcement just made, will be 
one regulating 
advertisements 
and 


prohibiting and 
providing penalties 


for objectionable, pernicious, 
false, 


fraudulent or 
misleading 
advertise- 


ments. 
The bill it is 
understood, 


which is aimed particularly at a cer- 
tain class of "financial" advertising 
closely connected with the promotion 
of "mining" ventures, 
is 
also 
in- 


tended to extend the protection of the 
federal statutes, so far as is possible, 
to the customers of "fake" catalogue 
mail-order 
concerns throughout the 


United States, and also to affect cer- 
tain patent medicine concerns. 
In 


order to "try out" the measure a bill 
was introduced into the general as- 
sembly of Missouri. 
This bill was 


prepared by Hugh K. Wagner, of St. 
Louis, and was intended to evolve 
general discussion as to its effectve- 
uess and constitutionality 
in order 


that a general bill might be drawn 
which would stand the test of the 
federal and state courts.

Unique Character Had Giv-

Warsaw Ind., July 26.—Elijah Hays, 


one 01 the early pioneers of Koscius- 
ko county, who has been 'ailing physi- 
cally and mentally tor the last four 
years, and who has been critically ill 
at the boarding house of Mrs. C. J. 
Reed for the last ten days, died Thurs- 
! day. A week ago reports or' the ec- 
' centric 
philanthropist's death were 


widely printed, but they were untrue. 


In the entire country there have 


been few characters like Elijah Hays. 
He came to Kosciusko county in 1S43. 
arriving at Lees!>urg in a two-horse 
wagon from Ohio, when twenty-four 
years of age. 
He was a blacksmith 


by trade and shortly after his arrival 
he removed to Warsaw and arranged 
with a man named Fleming to work 
| at. the latter's forge and use his tools. 
] Business was good and within a year 
i Mr. Hays opened a shop of his own on 
' lot. lOO", where the Hole1. Hays now 
stands. There he worked at his trade 
fourteen years, the blacksmith .at that 
time being required to make the nails 
for his own use. 
He also made wag- 


ons, and in payment for them fre- 
quently took land, as there was little 
actual money in circulation. Later he 
sold his blacksmith shop and went in- 
to the dry goods business with the 
late Joseph A. Funk. 
The firm did 


a great credit business and as a re- 
sult were in debt ;10,000 at the end 
of two years. 
Then 
the firm dis- 


solved and Mr. Hays received a farm 
in Franklin township as his share of 
the proceeds. 
For nine years follow- 


ing he was a farmer and stock raiser 
and in 1S67 again returned to Warsaw 
and embarkad in the irug business 
with Andrew Poe. continuing to pur- 
chase all the unimproved farm lands 
he could secure at a bargain. In this 
way he accumulated his real estate. 


In 1S57. with his holdings listed at 


approximately S100.000, he turned all 
his property over to the Methodist 
missionary society through the agency 
of the late Bishop McCa.be. 
Elijah 


Hays always had a desire to give to 
foreign rather than home missions 
and a part of his estate became the 
property of the missionary society to 
use for the education of Methodist 
ministers at the Nicholson Low insti- 
tute at Mercedes, Argentina, 
South 


America. 


At the time of the immense trans- 


action Mr. Hays was past sixty-eight 
years of age and when asked by Bish- 
op McCabe what amount of cash he 
should receive annually 
during his 


lifetime, he stated that he thought 
$500 a year would be sufficient for 
himself and wire. The bishop would 
not countenance that small annuity i 
and gave Mr. Hays 51.000 a year dur-j 
ing his lifetime and his wife one-half! 
that amount. 
j 


Seventeen years 
thereafter, or in 


1904, Mr. Hays made another gift to 
the General M. E. Foreign Missionary 
society, turning over real estate, cash 
and notes to the amount of $21,000, 
accumulated from the annuity alluded 
to. the only stipulation being that the 
trustees pay him annually 6 per cent. _ 
of the amount turned over TO them! 
until his death. 
| 


Since then, a period of less than j 


three years. Mr. Hays has accumu- 
lated over JS.OOO. which will be divid-J 
ed among distant relatives, he having | 
no immediate kin.

On December 17, 1906, Mr. Hays, j 


who was then in feeble health. w;;s; 
taken so the Edgewater (Ill.i Kornei 
for the Aged, where he was cared fort 
by 
the 'Methodists.

months 
at that place Mr. Hays re--1 


turned to Warsaw. It was then found 
that his

developed in the testimony. 


"I hardly need to tell you sensible

Pinkerton detectives had nothing to 
do with the assassination of Frank 
Steunenberg. This is one of the most 
absurd of the many 
absurd 
things 


brought into this case by the learned 
counsel of the defense." 


Conspiracy Argument. 


Senator Borah, in laying the founda- 


tion for his argument of conspiracy, 
pointed out that Orchard went to Cald- 
well from Denver and fresh from as- 
sociation with the officer of the West- 
ern Federation of Miners, who regard- 
.ed Steunenberg as 
an 
enemy. 
He 


touched upon the fact that 
Marion 


Moore, an officer of the Western fed- 
eration of Miners, in testifying for the 
defense, admitted that he agreed with 
Orchard to deceive 
Orchard's 
wife 


when Orchard wished to desert her. 


"Harry Orchard left Denver 
-with 


crime in his heart. The impelling, 
compelling force came from Denver. 
George Pettibone helped Orchard pack 
his utensils of murder in his trunk. 
Why is Pettibone not here to deny it? 
His silence is a confession of his guilt. 
Pettibone's absence is an absolute cor- 
roboration of Orchard." 


Orchard Had No Personal Motive. 
Taking up the question of the per- 


sonal motive the defense had charged 
against 
Orchard, 
Senator 
Borah 


showed the jury the deed by -which 
Orchard had parted absolutely 
and 


forever with his 
interest 
in 
the 


Hercules mine, fourteen months be- 
fore General Merriam and his negro 
troops marched into 
the Couer d' 


Alenes. 


"This deed, the letters, telegrams 


and all the other evidence not. sub- 
ject to being tampered with in this 
case, corroborate Harry Orchard, and 
fit in precisely -with the story he has 
told you. 
Governor Steunenberg did 


not cause Orchard to lose his interest 
in the mine so ho^w could he have en- 
tertained a murderous grudge?" 


Senator Borah took up one by ono 


the witnesses for the defense who. 
he said, corroborated 
Orchard 
and 


proved a criminal conspiracy because 
they 
had 
covered 
and 
protected 


Orchard up to the time he confessed 
and implicated Haywood 


Among these were Bill Easterly, a 


member of the Western Federation of 
Miners, who heard Orchard's threats 
and to whom 
Orchard 
telephoned 


from Caldwell before the murder. 


W. F. Davis the president of the 


local federation, 
who 
also 
heard 


Orchard make threats against Steun- 
enberg. and who swore the passing of 
(he armed and masked mob in pos- 
session of a train did not interest 
him when he saw it. 


David 
Coates, 
the 
ex-lieutenant 


governor of Colorado and friend of 
the federation with whom 
Orchard 


discussed the stealing of the Paulson 
children. 


Lottie Day. who was introduced to 


Haywood by Orchard and who saw 
Orchard and Haywood in private con- 
versation. 


General Eugene Bngley, the former 


attorney general of Colorado, who of 
all men, an officer of the law, should 
not have kept these direful threats a 
secret locked within his breast when 
the state of Idaho was looking for 
evldence against Orchard, the sus- 
pect. 


Engley. Undersirable Citizen. 


"But," said Senator Borah, "Gen- 


eral Engley does not believe in law. 
He is not even a socialist: he is an 
anarchist. 
You heard the speech he 


made here in.the witness chair.

body could stop it. 


"With such men as Engley in office, 


I am not surprised that Colorado has 
had hell within her borders for the 
past ten years." 


The senator next read effectively 


to the jury the articles denouncing 
Steunenberg in the miners' magazine. 


"There is much talk here and in 


the argument of counsel about an 
industrial war. 
There is an indus- 


trial war, but it is for you men to 
determine whether industrial war- 
fare shall be carried out on the 
principle of murder. 


"The defense tells you that out- 


side of Orchard's testimony there is 
nothing here to prove a conspiracy. 
What more do you want?

Orchard and Simpkins and Mover 
and Haywood and Pettibone togeth- 
er in Denver. 
Now watch them as 


they move to the scene of Frank 
Steunenberg's murder."
